It is only ta the Lope of the contiouanes 
of апу earthly good that the heart duda in 
t а sense of perfect rest. And a chief 
canso of the general uneasiness of our 
world із to be found in the palnful concern, 
lest the sources of our happiness should bo 
cut off, ог somehow come to ап end. Thus 
we may know that we have plenty for to- 
day, but the thought of to-morrow comes 
upto trouble us, We may have homes, and 
money, and health now, but shall wo have 
these things Bet year, and the next? Will 
жо have them twenty yeurs hence? And 
itis this anxiety that troubles mankind, 
and it is this that leads them to forecast во 
carefully and to work so hard. It ts the 
fear of misfortune, or loss, or want, in the 

to come, that clouds the future and 
takes away tbe joy of the present. 1t is 
this that makes men say that they cannot 
rest as long аз any possible contingency of 
tbe future ts left anguarded. 


But this permanency, this assured coo- 


in, There is nota day nor au 
hour іле, there із not w street оа which 
alk, тог а саг пог а vessel in which 
We travel, but In some way we meet the 
signals of danger. The ax aud the saw on 
the train, and the life boat on the steamer, 
and the fire departments, and the physi- 
clans’ signs on the street, all tell of danger. 
"The failures of banks, and buslaess-houses, 
und corporations are like "storm signals" 
hung out to warn the crafts, large aud 
‘small, that would venture to sail tbose daa-

Bat it is not alone In reference to these 
outside forces that minister to our wants 
that wo mast feel all this uncertainty and 
this painful saxiety. There ja ал uncer- 
talnty that, likea shadow, follows as wher- 
ever we go; It is the uncertainty of bealtb, 
of life Шаоїе, There із disease in the dust, 
and malaria in the air we breathe; thero is 
often poison in the water we drink and in 
the food we cat. But should wo be so for- 
tunate as to und our way along through all 
these dangers, It 1s only to journey on to 
old во; to the dimmed eye and the feeble 
мер, to the faltering votoo and trembilng 
hand, to sink down at last in death and to 
be put away іп the narrow grave, 


over all this scene of toll and sirifo, this 
scone of gathering and losing, of meeting, 
of loving, of parting. The moon will rise 
above the lake and the vessels will come 
and go; the tralne will arrive and depart, 
and the stores will be 1064-24 emptied; 
the echoola will be crowded with happy 
children, and thé church bells will ring, and 
hymns be sung, and prayers offered; the 
feetof the maltitudes will stand upon these 
streets, and the great world до оа much the 
same a5 now, a hundred years to come; but. 
wo sball all be gone. One by one we shall 
have been gathered to the grave, and only 
the oldest people will вау, as they pass by 
the houses we built or the churches where 
we worshiped, “I knew bim when 1 was n 
child, I used to bear him preach, or to see 
him 1n his office or store.” 

Such is the breyity of Ше; such the in- 
evitable destiny of all. And death is that 
strange event that of an things eise seems 
the most complete in its destruction. АП 
earthly values are worthless [n its presence. 
Mansions and parke of beauty, and halle of 
pleasure, and tables of plenty, and banks 
of gold are of no use to the dead, Bigbtlexs, 
speechless, 


And now, in the prestace of ali this, what 
shall we say? We һауе зоба mau happy 
only їп the sense of The enduring, and we 
havaseen blm out Jn this world of change, 
вой struggle, and, loss fighting for every 
inch of ground be gains, boating bis wi 
along through danger, and dying 
why, or coming to the grave in 
wealth and pleasore wasted sod gone, or 
all to be left behind in death. Man brought 
nothing {ato the world; he struggies here 
а fow years and, dying, carries nothing 
away. 

‘What ehall wo say of death? Is it loss or 
lu lt gain? . - 

Col. Ingersoll, standing with uncovered 
bead, in the drizzling rain, by the grave of 
a little child, in a remote corner of the cem. 
etery at Washington, sald: 

We do not know which is the greatert 
blessing, Ше or death. We cannot say that 
death is not a good. We do not know 
whether the grave ің the end of this life or 
the door of another, or whether the night 
bere is not somewhere eise adawn. Neither 
can wo tell which Із the ‘more fortunate, 
tbe child dying in its mother’s arms before 
its lips have 104гоба to form a word, or he 
who joarneys all the length of lit@s-uneven 
road, painfully taking the Inst slow stepa 
with staff and crutch. Every cradle asks 
ut, ‘Whence?’ and every cola ‘Whither 
The poor barbarian; weeplag above his 
dead, can saswerthe question ал intelligent- 
ly and satisfactorily as the robed priest of 
the most authentic creed." q 

Tender and beautiful, but sad wor 
these; and they came, no doubt, from an 
honest heart. They are the words of a law- 
yer and a soldier; the words of one who із 
called an infidel. But that is oot the 1сй- 
delity of Voltaire; not the cold, blank de 
nial of the seventeenth century, It is 
rather the agnosticism of tho nineteenth 
century. Mr. Ingersoll has never said there 
is по God. He bas never said there із no 
future for man; never sald that, 

КИДЫ ne the night ofthe grave. 
He simply says, “We do not know.” And 


thing should be conceded to Intelligence in 
religion xs well as іп other things. The
